Wheat Pool Direétorate Meets 


The directorates of the prairie 
Wheat Pools met in Regina on Mon- 
day of last week and gave 
careful consideration to the situation, 
Many thousands of wheat producers 
on the prairies expect the Pools to do 
everything possible to protect their 
interests and these organizations have 
no thought of being delinquent in their 
responsibilities. ‘he following resolu- 
tion. which was passed at the meeting 
expresses the general Pool opinion. 

“That this conference of the three 
Wheat Pools of the prairie provinces 
recommend to the Dominion govern- 
ment that in any measure or action of 
the government, affecting the market- 
ing of agricultural products which may 
be necessary in the present situation 
of the country, the principle be adop- 
ted of establishing and maintaining 


parity as between tbe prices for agri- 


cultural products and other com- 
modities,” 
This resolution does not by any 


means make an extravagant demand 
and it may be fairly said to represent 
western agricultural opinion, The pra- 
irie farmer has never demanded any- 
thing other than mere justice. He 
wants prices for his products that 
compare equitably with the prices of 
the things that he must buy. 

The Wheat Pools of Western Can- 
ada have no intention of trying to 
cause undue trouble and complications 
in the Dominion at a time of serious 
crisis, but the Pools are determined 
that the interests and welfare of the 
farm people of the prairie provinces 
will not be sacrificed in war-time as 
they bave been in peace time.
